The Comet. 

After all, the long-expected comet ‘sailed 
to visit us last evening, and the Earth was 
not shocked out of her propriety by that or 
any other celestial visitant. That little 
patch of light which some foolish person 
mistook for a comet is nothing more 
than a detached portion of the 
Milky Way; near the constellation Sa- 
gittarius, and has been visible with the na- 


The following seems to have been about the 
true state of affaires in reference to the 
comet: 

First—There is no such comet as it was 
predicted would collide with the Earth 
yesterday. 

Second—Plantamour never made such a 
prediction as has been attribated to him.' 

Third—The comet would not have collided 
with the Earth, bad one been visible. 

Fourth—If such-e collision had occurred, it 
could have done us no harm. 

Seriously, howevef: The Earth did pass 
through what is equivalent to the tail of a 
comet, about the 9th and loth inst., and the 
result wae a brilliant meteoric display. There 
is reason to believe, too, that an aerolite fell 
near the lake-shore, about Twenty-fourth 


meteoric matter, some of which are identi- 
cal with the things we call comets. She has 
encountered the equivalent of more than 
one hundred comets in every year for many 
centuries past, and is noue the worse for it, 
except that she becomes heavier, at the rate 
of about 180 tons per annum in consequence. 
Seeing this, there is not much foundation to 
fear collision with a comet, under whatever
